He is on radio, but I think he can arrange 
what we bight want there, and I will phone him when I can and see if I can 
arrange for what we mi^t want him to do, I also suggest that we should give

by now, I hope, hare caught up on the memos and Intarvlews I left with you when 
I returned home. In them 1 gave you evidence of other Oswald literature opera- 
tions then on this dates, from .'unpolsk, Oerniglia and Andrews. Here I have 
more such evidence, in the interviews by agents not regularly on the case and 
specifically in the interview of Loren Butler, irom hastjr examination, I seem to 
recall that the other two ■’ritnessea were not asked the ti"ie of the day and that 
in none of the three cases is the reason for seeking out the witness glvei*. i 
think, when I am there next, we should or I should interview these ^ople and 
those whose names I earlier gave you, of whom I recall the bus driver Huettman. 
a1, their names are in the docianents Paul Hoch sent you on this and all relate 
to the lanal-Street diatributiona. Let me here point out that of 411 the places 
Oswald could heve lone his work, there must be some reason for his preference 
for that single street and ares, I believe it is proximity to Brlnguier, whose 
reaction was quite predictable. After thinking about the above, I ask you to 
recall or re-read my recommendation on ^impolsk, I now have clearer copies of 
that report, - asked the Archives to have their copy-machine operators jiggle 
around a little in m king me new copies, and I will tounipulate my own mechine, 
to the end that 1 can supply you with blacker copies, or more legible ones that 
c-n^ be used as ewiaenoe if you so desire, 

^y most recent letter to the Depertment of Justice has been given a 
little more attention. I now have e response from Asst AG (criminal) Vineon telling 
me of my request for the suppressed Ferrie Information that they are in a 
"periodic review” and "we expect this review will be completed in a short time". 
Please reread ray sug eetions end coramenta on CD75:301, where we hove a copy of 
one of the suppressed documents, ^ou will see, as I sold, that there is no 
possible ground for wlthho^lng this except suppression. I think it will be telling 
in the trial, as I suggestM in telling you what I will heve in the C44rk memo. 

I will be sending a copy of this end the dociments to Phul.and you can 
depend on hi®, if he haa anything relevant ho will let us know inL..adiately, 

I do not know the legalities or the requirements of the trial, but 
I would hope that this is pertinent under the Oswald and others part of the 
indictment. 



If not enclosed herewith, vithin the next few days you will get a 
memonon my Goracl interview. The Feebles did a very good job on my tape recorder 
back in May. l*ouis’ people could not then repair it, Euben has sent it back to 
the factory tvrlce, and it still does not work dependably. He has just sent it 
back for n» again, for the damned thing stuck on the second cassette d\irlng the 
interview and on the third afterward, When I removed it from the machine it tor^ 
the tape. '*’his is repairable. But it meana that we cannot now trenscribe these 
tapes. However, on the way back I did a memo. You’ll never reed my OTltlng. I’ll 
have Lil tyne it up. I do not think there Ig time to work out e fit between his 
knowledge and your present case, but I think he can and will be important and 
helpful in the future. There are, and I hope there will bo interest in, other 
New Orleans aspects that, ales, have too long been ignored. I will have to get a 
new tape machine before I come down again, for this one cannot be depended on. One 

way this would be possible wjuld be for you to find the money for the fare on 

one of my trips, ^hls would give me enough to buy a new and decent ojacnine. If 

you can do thla^ please let me know end I’ll arrange for getting them machine.
